7 • “The Minister of Economic Affairs has stated that production possibilities 
of natural gas in the Netherlands are continually changing. On 10 Aug 51 
the Neder lands che Aardolie MaatschappiJ (NAM) (Netherlands Petroleum Company) 
for the first time offered 100,000 cu m (3,531,470 cu ft) of natural gas per 
day for a period of ten years. | 

S* "On 29 Nov 51, this quantity was increased to 130,000 cu xn (4,590,910 cu ft) 
per day. On 6 Feb 52, the offer vas increased to 200,000 cu m (7,062,940 
cu ft) per day for ten years, later on converted to 100,000 cu m (3,531,470 
cu ft) per day for twenty years i 

9* "In February 1953 this quantity was further increased to 400,000 cu m 
(14,125,900 ou ft) per day, which is equal to 146 j million cu m (5,156 
million cu ft) per day for twenty years, i e in all atiout 3,000,000,000 
cu a (105,944,000,000 cu ft). Aa additional 100,000 cu a (3,531,470 cu ft) 
per day has now been offered for two years* 

0. “Annual total consumption of energy in the Netherlands can be put at the 
equivalent of some 20 million tons of standard coal* The annual quantity 
of 146 million cu m of natural gas offered corresponds to some 165 thousand 
tons of standard coal. With respect to the Netherlands energy economy this 
quantity, therefore, is not of outstanding importance j It will probably be - 
possible to increase considerably the quantity of gas offered. The NAM is 
continuing exploration. j j
